A summons insued by tho Sanitary 
Authority againut tae Hon, Mr we

At the ‘outset of the proceedings, 
Snunitary Inspector A. G. Maran, 
stating the cuse forthe  proseeu- 
tion, wald that the activities com- 
plained of had been of a recurrent 
pature., in that ‘they ceased apan 
tneasures being taken by (he staff 
of che Sanitary Department, and 
resumned after an tntervai, say of 
two inenths, when it had appeared 
to the offenders that the trouble 
had blown over and the coast war 
clear. ‘The pla wan being used 
hs a murket, with exes, vegetables 
and other provisions being: spread 
on the ground and a number of 
housesservants standing around to 
take delivery, Generally, it) was 
dificult to come upon them 
rnawares, a8 a keen look-out would 
be kept and the vendors warned of 
the approach of an Inspector. 

Mr. Paterson, continued —Ina- 
pector Martin, was informed of the 
use being made of his premises by 
the Sanitary Department, and‘ cor- 
réespondence exchanged fn June fast 
could be produced to show that Mr. 
Paterson had been aware all along.

A majority of both Chambers of 
Congress have pledged themselvea 
to ratify the moratorium scheme, 
but not an inch further will they 
go, and the ratificutions will only 
he given grudgingly, with possible 
riders to the effect that passage 
is no indication that further rel’ef 
may be granted.

escaping the fact that some of our 
debtors cannot mect in full the 
payments duce to us until there has 
been a substantial measure of 
economic recovery.” . 


“To stand on the letter of our 
hond and to refuse to investigate 
or consider the facts is to fall in 
our responsibility to the | Ameri- 
can people whom we represent and 
the debtors whose capacity to pay 
wo ourselves undertook to deter- 
mine. 


“Tako the case of Great Britain, 
our best customer, which even in 
the depression year of 1930 took 
678,000,000 dollars (approximately 
£136,000,000 at par)” worth of 
American agricultural and  indus- 
trial products. The economic and 
financial changes of the post year 
have immensely increased the bur- 
den of her payments to ua. The 
series of events through which 
Great Britain was forced off the 
yold standard is too recent to re- 
quire enumeration. 


“To-day sterling is selling at 
3,315 dollars, which is a 32 per 
cent, discount compared with last 
year. Al] debte to Great Britain 
from foreign Governments, exeept 
reparations payments, which are 
not likely to be collected in full 
next year, are payable in sterling, 
but her debt te us is payable in 
gold dollars. The combined effect 
of these unfavourable factors re- 
sulta in an cnormously Increased 
burden for the people of .Gruat 
Britain.

These incidents 
filustrate the mood of a section of 
the French peaple. Finance and 
politics are interwoven in the view- 
point of the average Frenchman.

THE NEW FRENCH 
"DESTROYER. 


UNIT OF POWERFUL 
FORCE OF 30 SHIPS. 


It is belfeved. that the Tartu, 
the new French ceatroyer whiclt 
Mee Mbt been. uuached, wilt tea 
one of the fastest vessels of her 
kind in the world, having a speed 
of more than U6 I:note, 


The nhip is one of twelve vessels | 


begun in 1928 nnd now complet- 
ing. Though rated * aa torpedo- 
boat-destroyers, these ships are [n 
reality smal! crulsers, or deatroyer- 
cruisers, and when completed will 
form a very ‘powerful crujaer 
force. r 

Of 2,480 tons, standard, the 
Tartu mounts five -6.1-inech uns 
one 3-inch anti-alreraft gun, four 
one-pounder antf-afreraft ~ guns, 
and six 21,7 torpedo tubes, In two 
triple mountings. With the 
enormous horse-power of 70,000, 
she is expected to achieve 38 knots 
on trial, and at 18 knots she will 
have no radius of action of 2,500 
to 3,000 miles. 

The armament of these ships, It 
will be seen, ia very powerful for 
vexsels of such a tonnage, and the 
comparatively small radius of ac- 
tion at economical speed indi- 
entes that they are intended for 
comparatively local work, as they 
have Insufficient radius for pro- 
tracted ocean cruises. ‘ F 

The speed of these vessels ia 
lesa note-worthy than their arma- 
ment, being, indeed, Httle, if at 
all, in excess of British destroyers 
under Service conditiona, H.M.S. 
Codrington having maintained 38 
knots for four hours on trial. 

Trial specds are generally carri- 
ed out on a light draught, which 
giver an incorrect iden of the 
speeds obtained at full draught. 

A British Comparison. 


It is of interest to note that the 
British destroyer Tartar built by 
Messrs. Thornycroft a quarter 
of a century ago, attained a re- 
corded trial speed of 35.7 knota, 
which speed, was in reality con- 
siderably exceeded, 

When the current programme of 
these small cruisers is completed 
France will have 30 of these 
vessels, mounting 160 of the very 
powerful 6.l-inch guns. As com- 
merce raiders they would prove 
formidable craft in the absence of 
convoy, and an adequate fleet of 
convoy cruisers, 

On the completion of the 1930 
programme of destroyers, Great 
Britain will have 158 destroyers 
and ‘flotilla leaders averaging ap- 
proximately 1,200 tons and includ- 
inst 116 of fourteen years of age 
and over, ‘ . 

France will have 90, inctudins. 
the 30 vessels of thia new type, 26 
destroyers corresponding nearly 
to our Jatest types, and 34 alder 
destroyers, which are, however, by 
no means obsolete.

view of thelr jurtadielion, which 
might be quated before them ag 
‘being applicable to circumsatine ato 
which they were not intended to 
relite, 

Secondly, it is of the utmost Im- 
portance that they should say noth 
ring on questions admitting of 
[diverse views that might bamper 
‘their members in any possibly 
future proceedings, We can im. 
agine eaves arising in which oa 
member resisting a clainy might be 
embarrassed by having a 
houncement of hig own Institute 
quoted against him, when without 
it a departure from the general 
principle laid down could more 
enstly be juatified in the specin) cir 
cumstances of his case, 


Formidable Difficulty, ‘ 


‘The third and perhaps the most 
formidable diffieulty arises from a 
consideration of the circumstances 
In which the propositions enun- 
ciated by the learned Judge in the 
case In question came 'to be pro- 
pounded. The case in question was 
awe eriminal and not a civil case; it 
related to a Chartered Company ond 
not to a limited company: of the 
ordinary Kind, and it rested Upon 
n complcated set of facts and 
Agures which were peculiar to the 
case, and the text of the summing- 
up. It is n familiar rule of con- 
struction that a judgment

be conatrued with 
apeclal reference to the facts 
of the case Jt may be danger- 
ous to take genoral expressions out 
of their context and treat them os 
laying down principles appllenablo 
to all posstble circumstances, More 
especially wenld it be dangerous 
to-do this in the case of a summing- 
up Ina criminal ease, The object 
which the Judge has in view In 
auch a cage Is to furnish the jury 
with n legal foundation for the par- 
ticular act of facts on which they 
are called upon to exercige thelr 
judgment. He must always have 
primarily ino mind the detalla of 
the particular cose, and the fact 
that the Jury are not legal experts. 

It mny well be, therefore, that 
tho Judge in such ao case would ex- 
press himactf in diferent language 
from that which he would use ff he 
were delivering judgment in a elvil 
action, He may lay down general 
propositions which.are in ne way 
mislending as applicd to the facts 
before the jury, although they may 
be susceptible of qualification in 
various directions {if sought to be 
applied to all eases.

Maginot, at the nge of fifty-four. 
He was taken ill with typhoid 
fever a little more than a fort- 
night ago. : : 

In his carlier days ao civil ser- 
vant, he acted at ane time as direc. 
tor of the interior in the Govern- 
ment of Algerin. He was_ first. 
elected to the Chamber in 1910 aon 
deputy for the Meuse Department. 

Is the Doumergue Cabinet | of 
1913 he wna Undor-Secretary in 
the Mintatry. One of hia tasks 
win to pilot the 8 years’ service 
law through the Chamber, but 
after the war he became an ad- 
vocate of the reduction of the 
periad .to 18 montha. He had 
fought at the front as an officer, 
hut after being rendered unfit 
for service by serious wounds he 
was made president of the Army 
Commission and Minister for the 
Colonies In the Ribot Cabinet.
